,   ap^olic  Church.  He  taya.  (ipeaking  at' 

>  |he  ClRirch  of  England)  **  her  govero- 
oient  juitly  claimi  a  divine  origin,  'func- 
tioned by  the  avthorUff  aod/»ra«tic«  of  the 
apoAiea,  whioi  la  the  law  of  Chrnt."  (n. 
13 ;)  and,  having  tpoken  mo«t  pompoouy 
of  her  teachen,  liturgy,  diacipltne,  and 
unity,  he  taya,  **auch  ihe  waa  aeeo  by 
thote  who  proclaimed  her  in  the  midst 
of  the  flamea,  such  ahe  haa  remaioed  tor 
many  eeotoriet,  and  sMib  bia  Lordahip 
presented  her  to  these  provinces,  pure 
mod  spotless  li  her  faith.** 

What  **  origin'*  the  Doctor  ealls  **  di- 
?ine**  lam  notable  to  determine;  ^r  i 
find  but  little  in  the  commonly  received 
acri|4area  which  contain  the. divinity 
laid  down  in  the  above  eited  passages.—^
